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Born in Tarbes, just before the second world war, Miss Ousset 
made her concert debut at the age of five and graduated from 
the Paris Conservatoire at fourteen, when she was awarded the 
Conservatoire's Premier Prix. During the 1950's she amassed 
one of the most formidable lists of competition credits of 
any pianist performing today. Of her first debut recital in 
England in 1975, the Daily Telegraph wrote: "This artist, on 
her performance last night, could well be rated the most 
brilliant and the most complete woman pianist of the present 
day".
